History Commission Appointed 
Professor Chester Martin and C._N. 


‘Bell,, Winnipeg, and Hon, James, John-

‘the Manitoba Gazette. The duties of 


the commission, -the appointment of

ters, etc., relating to the early history 
of the ‘provincé; the best method to 
be adopted to. arrange and render ac- 
cessible those original sources’ from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can be 
granted; and on what classes of.docu- 
ments might, to the advantage of his- 
torical students, be copied from the 
deposits in the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa. The 
commission is further directed to as- 
certain the nature and extent of the 
materials for local history that may 
still exist in Manitoba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and as 
to what steps ghould be taken to pre- 
serve’ them from destruction.—Free 
Press.

Man-Eating Fish of the Brazils 

Theodore’ Roosevelt, in an article 
entitled “A Hunter-Naturalist in ‘the 
Brazilian Wilderness," in Scribner's 
magazine, tells us of the deadly pir- 
anhas,. ‘the fish-cannibals. They do 
not, however, eat their own kind, 
when they can obtain the flesh of 
men. x 

When dead piranhas, and even 
when mortally injured piranhas, with 
the blood flowing..were thrown. in 
among the ravenous living, they 
were left. unmolested. Moreover, 
splashing and a.commofion in the 
water: attracted. the piranbas, where- 
as they rarely attacked anything 
that was motionless unless it was 
bloody. Dead birds and mammals. 
thrown whole and wnskinned into 
the water were -permitted: to float off 
unmolested, -wheréas the skinned 
carcass of a good-sized monkey was 
at once seized, pulled under the water 
and completely devoured ,by the 
blood-crazy fish. 

One of the party who had dropped 
something: of value waded in. after it 
to above the knees, but wert very 
slowly and quietly, avoiding every 
possibility of disturbance, and not 
venturing io put his hands into the 
water. But nobody could bathe, and 
even the slightest disturbance in the 
water, such as that made by scrub- 
bing the hands vigorously with soap, 
immediately attracted: the attention 
of the savage little creatures, who 
darted to the place, evidently hoping 
to find some animal in difficulties. 

Once, while sume Indians were at- 
tempting to launch a boat, and were 
making a great commotion in- the 
water. a piranha attacked a naked 
Indian -who belonged. to the party 
and mulitated him as -he struggled 
and splashed, waist-deep in the 
stream. Men not making a splashing 
and struggling are rarely attacked; 
but if one is attacked*by any chance, 
the blood in the water maddens 
the piranhas, and they assail the 
man with frightful ferocity.

ANCIENT CEREMONY AT TOWER 


First Description Published of Rout- 
ine Performed Daily for Two 
and a Half Centuries 


Picturesque ceremonies are always 
interesting, more especially those 


that have a long history and haye|- 


been handed down through the ages. 

One such—tke more interesting in 
that it is very little known—the cere, 
mony of the King’s Keys at the Tow- 
er of London—is describéd in detail 
for the first time by Mr. Foulkes, the 
curator of the Tower armory. { 

The King’s Keys has been perform- 
ed every night since about 1660, and 
yet the public igs never admitted to 
view it. As Mr. Foulkes psays,. “The 
ritual fs carried out in the silent, 
shadowy gloom ofthe deserted by- 
ways of the Tower, and there is no 
note of modernity or publicity to mar 
its impressiveness.” At the end: of 
the ceremony the chief warder takes 
off his hat and cries in a loud voice.

“The Queen, “when T. first 
spoke of it,” Disraeli explained tothe 
Marquis, “‘thougtt that she would not 
like her daughter to be so far, but 
on considering that Canada ia now 
only ten days off and that you smight 
come home for a time every year, 
and, after sleeping over it, she was 
quite in favor of the proposal.” 

Th appointment was hailed with

While yovernor-general, the Mar- 
quis founded the Royal Society ~ of 
Canada forthe promotion of litera- 
ture ahd science within the Domin- 
ion, and in conjunction with the Prin- 


cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. 
The Duke .remained a devoted 


friend of Canada 931 his life, and -in 
many ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. To Can- 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex- 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
British people leaving the old home 
could find no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con- 
nection with emigration ‘it is inter- 
esting to note that it wag due to him 
| that information on this subject is to 
be obtained at every post office in the 
United Kingdom. It was some time 
before he could induce the British 
government to take the matter up.

ion of Rowland Thirlmere that Bur- 


“lope is hastening «té a minimum of 


spring and summer brightness, and 
that. before 400 years have passed 
there will. be ro wine made in Cam- 
pagne, nor in Burgundy nor the Gi- 
ronde. 

Prince Kropotith: he gaid, also at- 
tributed the cverthrow of the Roman 
empire to the dwindling rainfall of 
Central Asia, whict turned whole 
tribes into nomads by the repeated 
failure of their crops. 

Similarly Professor» °. L. Meyers 
attributed tha various invasions . of 
Dgypt to drought in Arabia and Iyb- 
ia. Prince Kropotkin contended that 
if this, dessication of the earth was 
to go on it must lead to further great 
political changes, for in time the 
populations nf the world would be 
forced out of the centres of the con- 
tinentg and crowded into the contin- 
ental margins ' ;

evidence of the same change foliow- 
ing a dry postglacial period.in Eng- 
land.

SYNOPSIS OF COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS 


Coal mining tights of the Dominion, in Manit- 
oba, Saskatehewan and Alberta and the Yuk- 
on territory, tho North-west Territories and in 
a portion of the province of British Columbia, 
may be leased for a term of twenty-one years 
at an annual rental of $1 an acre. Not more 
than 2,560 acres will be leased to one applicant, 

Application for @ lease must be made by the 
applicant in person to the Agent or Sub-Agont 
of the district in which the rights applied for 
are eituated 

In surveyed territory the land muét be’ Jes- 
cribed by sections, or legal subdivisions of 
sections, and in unsurveyed territory the tract 
applied for shall be stakcd by the applicant 
himself. 

Each application must be aceonrpanled by a 
fee of $5 which will be refunded if the rights 
applied for are riot’ avaflable, but not other 
wise. A royalty shall be paid on the merchant: 
able output of the mine at the rate of fiyecents 
per ton 

The person operating the mine shall furnish 
the Agent with sworn returns accounting for 
the full quantity of inerchantable coal mined 
and pay the royalty thereon, If the coal min- 
ing rights ate not operated, such returis shall 
be furnished at least once a year 

The lease will include the coal mining rights 
only; but the lessee may be permitted to -pur- 
chase whatever available surface rights may 
be considered necessary for the working of the 
mine atthe rate of $10 an acre,
